"shortcut route available (including convoy;)).,., the fleet before tho army.,.," That 
ia what the rulebook unyn In regard to which piece is removed when a country ia in 
Civil Dinurdcr, last issue, I brought up the fact that this rule could 'strand* armies 
since the fleet would be removod first. The example I gave was an Italian fleet being 
removed and leaving an army on Tunis. I received thi* roll -wing comment, fr.-si Pruce Unser 

Tou've chojon a mal sticky topic in brineing up the "farthest 
from home rulo". There is no single "rl^ht" answer to the question 
because the rule is ambiguous. Hay hack in Voice of Doom j23, I 
polled my readers on a similar question: if France is in Civil 
Disorder and has to remove one of A Bel or A Alb, and a convoy route 
exl3ts from Alb to Mar but not from Bel to Bre, which unit comes off? 
Of 19 people who responded to the question, It voted one way and t) 
the other — and they were almost all GMs) So clearly, the "farthest 
from home rule" can be interpreted different ways by different people. 

Ky solution has been to override that rule entirely. I simply 
remove units first from n on- supply centers outside the home country, 
then supply centers outside the home country, then non-supply centers 
inside tho home country. Within each of these three groups, I just 
130 in alphabetical order. The type of unit makes no difference, nor 
does the distance from home, except for the distinction of whether 
the unit is or la not inside the home country. 

I realise that this solution (which in your question would dictate 
the removal of F Ion) does not answer your question directly regarding 
the "farthest from home" rule, but it does have the advantage of being 
totally unambiguous. It's too bad that this point was overlooked when 
the Rulebouk was changed recently, as this rule is in desperate need 
of revision. 

Thanks for the comment Tlruce. I will be glad to print any further comments on this 
subject noxt issue. Also next ish will be nnother Openings Project Update.
